Freedom to Learn 


Must Be Guarded 


Like most holidays, Labor Day has 
connotations far removed from its first 
significance. Originated in 1882 by the 
McGuires, the Hallahans and the Finne- 
gans, it was—and it remains—an occa- 
sion to honor the man with the hod, the 
pick and the shovel. 

But time has added new meanings. 


Although the first Monday in Septem- 


ber predates the autumnal equinox, La- 
bor Day has come to symbolize the 
change of seasons. For practical pur- 
poses fall is here. 

. The planting and the cultivation is 
past and we are well into the harvest. 
Vacations are now for the books. We 
settle down to the serious business of 
making a living, of stretching the budget 
to cover high living costs and winter’s 
drain of cash for clothes and fuel and 
Christmas. 

Most of all, outside a time to recog- 
nize labor, the- day means time for 
school. The big business of education 
is about to take up where it left off 
three months ago.

Sehooltime, 1952, finds us short on 
everything but pupils. Of them the na- 
tion has a million and a half more than 
in September, 1951. And because our 
building program and our teacher train- 
ing has not kept up with the birth rate, 
there is a general shortage of classrooms 
and of instructors. 

We see a little late the importance of 
this thing we call schooling and of how 
far°*we are behind. We hasten to catch 
up. 

But though critical the situation, 
pressing the needs, it is encouraging to 
see that we do realize the role of our 
free public schools and that we must 
keep them free. 

Labor’s gains have brought shorter 
work hours, more leisure and greater 
purchasing power. That means a great- 
er responsibility on the schools. Theirs 
is the task of equipping the citizen for 
the fullest and best use of his time and 
of his income. Theirs, too, is the great 
obligation of helping him discover and 
develop his talents so that he more 
quickly finds his place in an increasing- 
ly complex society. 

7 * * 

Greater yet is the grave responsibili- 
ty on us all to see that our schools are 
academically free, that our children may 
always have the chance to learn the 
truth about a subject no, matter how 
controversial. The facts must be avail- 
able. 

We cannot raise the curtains on in- 
formation and learning abroad by pull- 
ing down the shades at home. 

As the National Education Associa- 
tion has put it: “Our ability to with- 
stand the mienace of communism may 
well depend upon the vigor with which 
we demonstrate the vitality of our be- 
lief in our freedoms and the persistence 
with which we resist the encroachments 
of dictatorship upon our free schools.” 

Labor Day or School Days, whatever 
this holiday means to us individually, 
surely it is the time to intensify our ef- 
forts toward keeping this a nation in 
which men are free to labor and youth 
to learn as citizens of a democracy, not 
subjects of a slave state.

Acheson Will Retire, 
But Not Until January 


The American Legion national con- 
vention has made another of its annual 
demands that Dean Acheson be removed 
as Secretary of State. Of course, he 
won't be—at least not until January. 
And with due respect to the Legion, one 
wonders what would have happened 
had he been removed when they first 
requested it. 

Regardless of our personal opinions 
of Mr. Acheson, we must give him credit 
for his accomplishments and recognize 
the handicaps under which they were 
made. Most of his troubles he inherited, 
but out of the morass United States pol- 
icy has emerged along definite lines lim- 
ited by our military power and the 
necessity of preserving peace until we 
are strong enough to prevent war. 

When Acheson became secretary of 
state, most of Western Europe was tot- 
tering on the brink of cagmmunism. All 
of Asia was being threatened and China 
was being overrun. Our military 
strength was at such an ebb that we 
could not have defended our own shores. 

With this bitter prospect, Acheson 
wrestled with our problems. There has 
been progress, although we are bound 
to be impatient as the Legion has shown. 
But with the Russians, the ordinary 
diplomacy does not work. They under- 
stand only force and diplomacy not 
backed by force is futile with Joe Stalin. 
The latter’s failure to live up to his 
agreements, which brought on the trou- 
bles we are battling today, was due 
mainly to our military weakness. For 
this Acheson cannot be blamed. 

Into an organization as huge as the

State department, some bad eggs are 
bound to creep from time to time. Even 
the professional corps of diplomats is 
not immune to outside pressures. The 
housecleaning is a continuous task. 


But by and large, the State depart- 
ment has been and is doing a good job. 
On the whole, it seems we move closer 
to peace each day.

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Nation’s Weal Involved 
In Drought Relief 


Georgia farmers will breathe more 
easily now that the state has been offi- 
cially designated a disaster area because 
of the drought. Federal aid will assist 
in preventing genuine distress and hard- 
ship to many. 


Although the immediate crop losses 
were tough to bear, necessitating federal 
credit to ease sofhe farmers over the 
hump, the new designation makes it 
possible for them to receive additional 
aid in hay and feedstuffs. Because so 
much of the hay crop was destroyed, 
many livestock producers were faced 
with the prospect either of selling their 
herds or letting them starve. 


As we have pointed out here, it is 
difficult to determine where to draw the 
line on federal aid, but in this instance 
it seems that local conditions become a 
concern of government because of their 
connection with the country’s food sup- 
ply. Under such conditions, the prob- 
lem affects the entire national welfare 
and becomes one best handled on a na- 
tional level. 


Of course, nothing can be done now 
to recoup the tremendous losses suffered 
frora the drought. However, assistance 
in preventing its consequences from be- 
coming worse and in helping farmers to 
maintain themselves while waiting for 
the next harvest will prevent economic 
dislocations of a much more serious na- 
ture. 


We are grateful to Governor Tal- 
madge for his prompt action and to 
President Truman and the Federal Gov- 
ernment for recognizing the need for ac- 
tion under existing federal laws.

Election to Test 
Role of Labor 


WASHINGTON—Beyond celebrating the 
independence it has won through collective 
. bargaining and social and economic welfare 
legislation, Qeanized labor is mindful also 

“ree: today—and so is the na- 
tion—of another achieve- 
ment, 

This is the political 
power it’ has attained 
through organized and 
collective action. 

This is of special in- 
terest because Labor Day 
comes just as another 
campaign for president is 
getting ' under way in 
which labor is bound to 

play an important, perhaps strategic, role. 
Labor, along with other. elements in our 
diverse electorate, is confronted with new 
faces and perhaps new approaches to prob- 
lems, including those of labor, in the rival 
presidential tickets. 


This campaign offers a test on the ques- 
tion discussed and argued widely since the 
national conventions of both parties in July: 


‘‘Will the Democratic Party, under Gov, 
Adlai Stevenson and Sen. John J. Spark- 
man, continue to get the lion’s share of 
labor votes, or will Republicans, under Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Sen. Richard M. 
Nixon, be able to break into the ranks of 
labor in a really substantial way and thus 
foreshadow a shift in an allegiance that has 
held since the advent of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in 1932?” 

If labor leadership’s view could be deci- 
sive, Democrats would continue their grip on 
the labor vote. The CIO high command al- 
ready has gone on record for the Democratic 
ticket. Prevailing opinion among AFL lead- 
ers leans that way also. However, the AFL 
marge awaits its annual convention in New 

ork in mid-September. Both Governor Ste- 
venson and General Eisenhower have been 
invited to appear there and present their 
labor programs. 


So far as the rank and file labor attitude 
may be assessed at this time through the 
Gallup poll, it still leans preponderantly to- 
ward the Democrats. 


The chief hope among Republican strat- 
egists for gains in this year’s election rests 
upon what has become a stock example— 
Ohio in the 1950 congressional elections, 
There, as we are so often reminded, Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, coauthor of the Taft-Hartley 
labor law and pilloried by labor as its arch 
foe, carried every industrial stronghold of 
his state and swept to a truly tumultous 
victory. Labor obviously refused to follow 
the mandates of its leaders. 

Tne extent of the senator’s triumph, how- 
ever, was quite a surprise and raised the 
question, still discussed, as to whether the 


labor vote, or any other vote, ever can be | 


considered ‘‘deliverable’’ in our country. 


It probably can’t, like the farm vote 
which has switched back and forth through 
the years. But Republicans clearly are rec- 
ognizing the strong ties of labor with the 
Democrats. General Eisenhower, in a pat- 
ent bid for labor votes, has accepted in 
principle the broad base of social and eco- 
nomic gains in the New Deal-Fair Deal re- 
gime* which has meant so much to labor.

Ledger Gives 
Adlai the Edge 


WASHINGTON—As the presidential cam- 
paign starts out in earnest, Gov. Adlai Ste- 
venson of Illinois, the Democratic candidate, 
seems to have a paper advantage in every 
respect save one over his Republican rival, 


General Dwight Eisenhower. He is not as 
well known as General Ike, who has been a 
world figure for 10 years. 

Nothing better illustrates this than a story 
told 2 one of the Washington corps of 

: newspaper men, Lowell 
Mellett, the former White 
House aide who now does 
a syndicated column. Re- 
turning from a trip to 
New England recently, he 
picked up a young hitch- 
hiker who was prepared 
to cast his first vote this 
year. 
“I guess I'll vote for 
-Ike,’’ he told Mellett; “I 
, like him. If Truman were 
running I'd vote for him. ... But I don’t 
know Stevenson.’ 

That little incident epitomizes Governor 
Stevenson’s chief handicap—his relative ob- 
scurity, compared with General Ike’s world 
fame. Earlier in the campaign it was a 
source of some worry at Democratic head- 
quarters. It was realized that the fact that 
Eisenhower is better known would count 
heavily against the Democratic ticket. There 
is still some worry on the score, but not as 
much as at the beginning. Aides of the 
Illinois governor feel that mu¢h of the dis- 
advantage will dissipate after he has an op- 
portunity to present himself to the country 
through television and radio. 

Otherwise the Democratic candidate is 
conceded to have a statistical advantage, 
measured in the fact that there are some 
4,000,000 more registered Democratic voters 
in the country than Republicans. Other fac- 
tors in his favor include the high level of 
prosperity the country is enjoying. This 
always reacts to the benefit of the party in 
power. 

None of this is to say that the Democratic 
ticket is not faced with certain offsetting 
liabilities. The scandals of the Truman Ad- 
ministration are not to be dismissed light- 
ly. The Republicans will hammer hard on 
these as the campaign progresses. Then, 
too, the desire for a change after 20 years 
of Democratic rule will influence many 
voters. . 

But any balance sheet of the known fac- 
tors, in so far as they may be appraised at 
this time, should give Governor Stevenson 
the distinct edge. General Eisenhower out- 
distances him on one basic point—his greater 
fame and stature as a national figure. 

How far this will go in equalizing the sit- 
uation remains to be seen. The people have 
shown in their voting habits that, as a gen- 
eral rule, they will support the better-known 
figure where two men are running for high 
office without any overwhelming issue pro- 
viding the dominant factor. 

General Ike’s best bet is to exploit his 
charm and warmth of personality.

This year we have what we have needed 
ever since the days of Theodore Roosevelt, 
a candidate to whose banner all Republicans 
can flock; a man loved.-by all of America’s 
allies, feared by her enemies; a man whose 
character is unimpeachable, honored by all, 
even the Democrats, for his great achieve- 
ments, not only as a warrior but as a states- 
man, who has accomplished almost unbeliev- 
able results with the statesmen of other na- 
tions, @ man as necessary to the country 
now, as Honest Abe was in 1860, with the 
same battle-cry—iiberty for all—honor above 
all. 

It is not an easy fight. The Democrats 
are well intrenched; they outnumber us:3 to 
2. But singing our songs, appealing to the 
hearts of the American people, if each one 
of us does his utmost, Eisenhower and Nixon 
will be elected.

If Milk Becomes Too High, 
We Will Find a Substitute 


Thomaston—The fallacy of the policy of 
the milk control board in artificially main- 
taining exorbitant prices for milk is that they 
are -forcing the raising of a generation of 
canned milk drinkers. I learned a trick 
from a neighbor several years ago of mix- 
ing- one quart of whole milk, one can of 
evaporated milk and one milk can of water 
to zet almost two quarts of milk. This low- 
ered the cost of the two quarts of whole 
milk approximately five cents. 

The point is the people of Georgia are 
cultivating a taste for the Wisconsin canned 
milk mixed with Georgia water. I venture 
to say if a comparison could be made of the 
amount of evaporated milk ‘now being con- 
sumed in Georgia as compared to three or 
five years ago it would dramatically prove 
my point. 

Don’t misunderstand me, I’m a friend to 
to the Georgia dairy farmers. I’m sure they 
earn every penny they make. But I am 
afraid the milk control board is doing them 
a disservice in artificially protecting them 
from the facts of economic life. High prices 
may look good to the dairy farmers now, but 
if in the future years these same high prices 
force us to use competitive products what 
then have they gained. We are a nation of 
improvisers; if one product becomes scarce 
or too high we will find a substitute.

Trombonist Makes 
New-Angled Horn 


No, there isn’t an ‘f’’ left out of this title, 
though it could be there, all right. Davis 
Shuman, a concert trombonist, has intro- 
duced a newfangled trombone that slides 
out at a new angle from the performer, a 45- 
degree angle from the rest of the horn, in- 
stead of straight to the front. 


This doubtless has its advantages, as in 
some cramped theater pits or where the 
flutist has to watch out for the back of his 
head. And the 45-degree slant seems a 
happy compromise as compared with a 90- 
degree slide which might run afoul of the 
tuba or the French horn. 


Generally speaking, we are all in favor 
of inventions. And this one probably is all 
right. But what makes us just the least bit 
apprehensive is the first reason advanced 
by Mr. Shuman for having designed the new 
trombone. 

Its purpose, he says, is to enable young 
boys to practice this instrument before they 
have acquired the reach required- by the 
standard model. That sounds like a noble 
and altruistic motive, but, after all, there 
has been some protection for the next-door 


' neighbors in a trombone whose reach ex- 


ceeded a youngster’s grasp until he had 
begun to approach a supposed age of dis-

Who Will Get Fed? 


Charles F. Brannan 


Taking a Look 
At Our Farms 


Secretary of Agriculture Charles F. 
Brannan ts writing as guest columnist 
for Drew Pearson who is on vacation. 


WASHINGTON—It’s at this time of year 
—with autumn just ahead—that the minds 
of city people are most likely to go back to 
rural origins and to pleasant times asso- 
cjated with the harvest . : 
season. It’s a good 
time to think about what 
agricultural abundance 
means to each of us. 

To the farmer, the har- 
vest is what he has 
worked for all year—the 
fruit of a year’s labor. 

But it’s just as important 

to the city dweller, for 

each of us depends for 

his very existence upon a x i 
share of the produce of the faims “and 
ranches of the nation. 


For every reader of this column and for 
every other man, woman and child in the 
United States, there is in this country the 
equivalent of 2% acres of harvested crop- 
land and about seven acres of grassland, 
producing the food which he consumes each 
day and much of his clothing, too 


The care and management of that theo- 
retical tract of land is of paramount impor- 
tance to you, so let’s see how your 10 acres 
are getting along, 

First, let’s note that you have fewer acres 
than you had 20 years ago. There are 30,- 
000,000 more Americans than there were 
then, while our total agricultural land has 
expanded very little. Therefore, the average 
harvested cropland has shrunk almost two- 
thirds of an acre, and grassland available 
per person has decreased proportionately. 


But, at the same time, crop yields per 
acre have risen more in the last two decades 
than in any other period of the 86 years for 
which we have records, Yields are about 
45 per cent higher than in 1930, compared 
with only a 5 per cent increase in the pre- 
ceding 20 years. Yields from pasture lands 
and from poultry and livestock also have 
risen remarkably. 


Therefore, your acres—though fewer— 
are producing substantially more than the 
larger acreage produced for your father, 
and you, the average American, are eating 
not only more food than in 1932, but 11 per 
cent more food than you ate in the boom 
year 1929. 


Increases in the production of meat and 
the so-called protective foods have given you 
a better diet. 

At the same time, gross farm output per 
manhour has increased 72 per cent since 
1932, and less manpower is needed to oper- 
ate your 10 acres. One farm worker can 
now produce enough food and fiber for him- 
self and 14 other persons. Twenty years ago 
he could produce only enough for himself 
and 10 others. 

As a result of this efficiency, you buy 
more and better food with about the same 
percentage of your income, after taxes, that 
you spent in 1932 for food—when food prices 
were near their record low. 

But of equal, if not greater, importance to 
you, 20 years’ ago your acres were being 
seriously damaged by erosion and depletion. 
Today there is still some deterioration, but 
the chances are that your acres are among 
the four out of five farms now in soil con- 
servation districts. Your acres are getting 
3% times as much lime and fertilizer as 
they were getting two decades ago. 

Farm-credit programs have increased the 
farm operator’s ability to produce on your 
acres and have helped to reverse the long- 
time trend toward tenancy. Three-fourths of 
American farms are owner-operated today, 
compared with 58 per cent two decades ago, 

Research, price supports, farm credits, 
extension education, crop insurance, for- 
estry, electrification—those are some of the 
farm programs that have helped increase the 
food and fiber produced on your 10 acres. 

Yes, your acres are doing very well for 
you—and they must continue to do well. Our 
population is growing rapidly, and the 
chances are that in another quarter century 
we will have 35,000,000 or 40,000,000 more 
people. Your 2% acres will then have shrunk 
to about 1% acres and your share of the 
available grassland also will have decreased. 

That is not cause for pessimism, however. 
Studies by the Department of Agriculture 
indicate that farm output could conceivably 
be boosted by a fifth within a few years, in 
an economy geared to high-level production. 
A higher-level diet could be provided through 
greater emphasis on livestock and poultry. 

To do those things, we must all make the 
best use of our resources and continue to im- 
prove the productivity of our acres. and ani- 
mals.

It is a story of 
which all the people in the Chattanooga area 
are justly proud.

There are boat 
docks, a swimming area, picnic grounds, 
play places, and all facilities for outings. 
The only ticket one needs for entrance is to 
be a Peerless employee. This fine center is 
enjoyed by thousands. 

To provide a planned recreation pro- 
gram, a waterfront center, and other fa- 
cilities for their employees, Peerless Mills 
have spent hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
It is an adventure in ‘‘social conscience’”’ 
and is paying big dividends. During my stay 
in the Rossville area, I spoke to many em- 
ployees of the mill, and they always referred 
to the mill with respect and to ‘‘Mr. John’”’ 
with affection. 

That is ‘‘something”’ in these times of 
tension and strain between employer and 
employee in so many sections of the coun- 
try. Could it be that this ‘‘social conscience’”’ 
translated into reality the employees. can 
see, use, and appreciate has something to 
do with this attitude? I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised. 

As I looked at the things done—things 
that didn’t have to be done under the work 
contract—I remembered a manufacturing 
plant where nothing has been done. 

No swimming pools, no playgrounds, no 
‘‘center,’’ no nothing—just get all you can 
and give back as little as the law allows, 
and I f@it ashamed, because the man who 
owns it is a friend. But an out-of-date friend, 
and one due for some hard days ahead.

Rabble Rousers on Both Sides Make 
Political Capital of Civil Rights Issue 


Except for national prohibition, with its 
grimacing generation of statesmen who 
‘voted dry and drank wet,”’ no other politi- 
cal issue of our times has brought out more 
false faces, weasel words, demagoguery and 
intolerance than that of so-called civil rights. 

Nothing else has so tempted both parties, 
their platform writers and their spokesmen 
to neglect principles for the practical point 
of vote-catching. The result is an abuse of 
hoves and fears. It is a coddling. of preju- 
dice on both sides. 

Wherever it lies, this prejudice is aggra- 
vated by an extreme interpretation of the 
issue on both sides. Properly, the term 
“civil rights’ or ‘‘civil liberties’? means the 
right to equality under the law—the right to 
equal justice, equal security of person, equal 
access to the voting booth, to education and 
all public services. Whether civil rights ac- 
curately mean a right in our economic sys- 
tem to have equal and enforceable claim on 
jobs and classifications is a fine question, 

However, not many may know that Presi- 
dent Truman’s order of Dec. 5, 1946, set- 
ting up the Committee on Civil Rights, men- 
tioned only one violation of rights. ‘‘The 
action of individuals who take the law into 
their own hands,’ the President ‘said in 
Paragraph Two, ‘‘and inflict summary pun- 
ishment and wreak personal vengeance is 
subversive of our democratic system of law 
enforcement and public criminal justice, and 
gravely threatens our form of government.” 

This original directive and all other goals 
have been lost sight of. Through fear, 
through demagogic intent to stir passion for 
or against, through calculated pressure to 
seize advantage—whatever the reason, the 
whole issue of civil rights has been reduced 
for political purposes to the single question 
of a law on fair employment practices; in 
short, a compulsory FEPC. 

For rabble-rousers of both sides it is a 
very valuable issue. It is good for an in- 
flammatory and intimidating utterance any 
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As an issue it is kept passionately alive, 
bringing shudders to platform writers at na- 
tional conventions and cautiously unctuous 
words to the lips of presidential candidates, 
depriving all—including the inciting orators 
themselves—of dignity. The most destruc- 
tive force in politics today is kept alive 
though reasonable men are aware that the 
passage of a compulsory FEPC law is most 
improbable in the first place, and that even 
if passed it would be practically impossible 
of administration and enforcement. 

It is reasonable to suppose that the diffi- 
culties, both technical and moral, are quite 
clear to responsible members of both parties. 
Neither platform is more than a thing of 
vague words on this point. The Democrats 
‘favor federal legislation effectively to se- 
cure ... the right to equal opportunity for 
employment.”” The Republicans promise to 
pass ‘‘federal legislation to further just and 
equitable treatment in the area of discrim- 
inatcry employment practices (which) should 
not duplicate state efforts to end such prac- 
tices (or) set up another huge bureaucracy.” 


What do these words mean? In their ob-. 


scurity and their possibility of justifying 
almost anything that is done or not done, 
they mean that pressures have made our 
political parties compromise truth and 
reality. They mean that license is given to 
demagogues to make hay in their own par- 
ticular pastures, and to do so with the am- 
plifying and abetting opportunity of a hot 
presidential campaign. 

All this is not to say that the issue of civil 
rights and its extension to a compulsory 
FEPC has no place in political discussion. 
It has. Whatever the subject, people may 
talk about it and make it the basis of a 
petition for ‘‘redress of grievances.’’ It does 
not matter whether the grievances are real 
or fancied, whether they can or cannot be 
redressed. It is the abuse of the issue, the 
exploitation of racial aspiration on one hand 
and racial prejudice on the other that be- 
comes the dangerous thing.

Power of ‘Boss’ 


Is Limited 


WASHINGTON—In defending the collo 
quial meaning of the word boss, Webster’s 
Collegiate Dictionary says: ‘Slang, U. S&S. 
A professional politician who controls votes 
or dictates measures.” 

The meaning of the word is being ex- 
panded as the charge of bossism is hurled 
back and forth in the 
current campaign. Gov- 
ernor Stevenson is 
charged with being a cap- 
tive not only of the po- 
litical bosses but also the 
labor bosses. He will 
have to work hard to dis- 
prove that charge. 

In an earlier era we 
accepted the phenomenon @ 
of the boss. He took care # 
of all those things no- 
body else wanted to bother‘about. An the 
boss himself was not ashamed of a desig- 
nation that signified his trade. 

With all the talk of the independent vote 
and the need to get every citizen out to 
the polls, the term boss is for obvious rea- 
sons considered one of opprobrium. It im- 
plies a herd of submissive characters driven 
to the polls where they may or may not be 
paid in currency or in small favors for their 
votes, 

Undoubtedly, this practice in its cruder 
form has diminished. Prosperity and high 
employment would alone explain why the 
fat fellow with the cigar cannot get votes 
for a $5 bill or a janitor’s job. 

But whether this means any more wide- 
spread participation in our political life is 
a question that cannot be readily answered. 
The phrase “labor boss’’ brings up a re- 
lated question that should cause responsible 
union leaders to do some pondering on Labor 
Day. 

In many American unions the same presi- 
dent has held office years on end. Union 
elections are mere formal ratification meet- 
ings. Strong-arm methods have been used 
to put down opposition. 

This certainly is bossism. But it has 
little to do with the way in which the labor 
vote has gone in recent national elections. 
John L. Lewis in 1940 tried to swing his 
mine workers to the Republican candidate 
with a conspicuous lack of success. Self- 
interest and the secrecy of the polling 
booth are factors that insure a choice be- 
yond the dictation of any boss—no matter 
how powerful he may be in his Own sphere.

Georgia, in contrast to former 
years, will open her schools this 
month with an adequate number of 
qualified high school _ teachers.

The state still has a shortage of 
elementary school teachers, Collins 
reported. 

The addition of 600 teachers this 
month is giving the state a suf- 
ficient number of high school in- 
structors and is reducing the short- 
age of grammar school teachers, 
the superintendent continued. 

A 20,000 increase in enrollment 
will offset many of these additional! 
teachers, however, Collins stated. 

There still is a shortage of class- 
rooms this September, and ‘‘double-| , 
sessions’ will have to be held in 
many systems. Temporary bar- 
racks put up to care for post-war. 
enroliment increases will continue | 
in existence for another year. 

The State School Building Au- 
thority will start laying brick 
within the next few weeks in the 
start of its multimillion-dollar 
school building program. This pro- 
gram is meant to give all Georgia 
children adequate classrooms 
within a few years.

Mrs. Eloise Stewart is one of two women in the nation who 
represent the U. S. Government at top level bargaining sessions of 


labor and management. 

She is a commissioner of the 
Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service, with offices in the 
Peachtree Seventh Bldg. 


‘‘More women are taking big 
jobs in labor relations,’’ reports 
the attractive Atlanta commis- 
sioner-attorney. She speaks from 
experience, of meeting almost 
daily since 1942 with leaders of 
steel, automotive and other tra- 
ditionally men’s trades in the 
South. 

“Women are now serving as 
attorneys for labor and man- 
agement, international represen- 
tatives of labor federations and 
as presidents of local labor 
unions,’”’ Mrs. Stewart explains.

When the War Between the States ended, the vast plantation 
system of the South was gone forever. The North and West had 
made great strides forward in commerce and industry. The new 
South was faced with the herculean task of overcoming their lead 
in order to compete for the nation’s business. At Emory College, 
in Oxiord, Ga., a far-sighted teacher, Dr. I. S. Hopkins, decided 
to do something about it. In 1874, he equipped a little cabin on the 
campus and began to teach a class in engineering. He was the 
trail-blazer in the movement to bring scientific and technical 
education to the youth of the South.
